THE VALE’S NEW WASTE 
MANAGEMENT SERVICE 
CHARGES: tuhy and how 


T he Vale Council introduced waste 
management service charges on 
April 1, and I would like to take this 
opportunity to clarify why we 
implemented them and how they apply. 

As with all councils in Wales, the Vale continues 
to face increasing financial pressures. It is hoped 
the introduction of charges will save almost 
£270,000 and that this will help safeguard frontline 
waste management services, such as street 
cleansing, public convenience provision, and 
enforcement. 

The charge for bulky item collection will be £15 
per three items, with additional items charged at £5 
each up to a maximum of five items. 

Concessions are available for qualifying 
residents, allowing up to two free collections in any 
one year. Eor information on concessions, call CIV 
on 01446 700111. 

Residents will still be able to take bulky items to 
either of the household waste recycling centres in 
the Vale, or choose to donate good quality items to 
charity. 

During April, participating residents receive a 
supply of biodegradable kitchen waste bags. This 
will allow for three full caddies, which equates to 
15kg of food waste, per week. 

Additional rolls can be purchased for £2, 
equivalent to 4p per bag, from council receptions 
and Vale libraries, or can be ordered from CIV with 
postage applied. Alternatively, residents can line 
their caddy with newspaper. 

Dog waste bags are now charged at £1 for a roll

from council receptions and Vale libraries. 

To use the council’s HWRCs at either Barry or 
Llandow, vans and trailers will be charged an 
administration fee of £15 for a single use permit. 

This is good value when compared to other 
alternatives such as skip hire and is comparable to 
the charges levied by other councils. 

Recycling boxes and kitchen caddies will be 
charged at £1 each, bringing them in line with the 
charges currently in place for blue recycling bags 
and reusable garden waste bags. 

I would also like to appeal to all readers to visit 
the Love Pood Hate Waste website at 
www.wasteawarenesswales.org.uk for some useful 
tips on reducing food waste and for great recipe 
ideas on how to use leftovers. 

Pinally, I would like to remind readers that all 
household and commercial waste that we collect 
should be placed at the kerbside of their property on 
the scheduled collection day, and any receptacles 
used should be taken in as soon as possible 
afterwards. 

Please remember not to place any waste out on 
non-collection days as this could be classed as fly¬ 
tipping, which is a criminal offence.

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How Jam Fund is helping sick 
children following the release 
of 16 red balloons at Christmas 


PAUL ADAMSON released 
16 red balloons at 
Christmas, beside the 
resting place of his son 
Jamie, who inspired The 
Jam Fund. 

The fund has raised more than 
£400,000 and helped numerous 
youngsters suffering from ill 
health, as well as providing 
support for their families. 

Paul hoped the balloons would 
seek out other youngsters across 
the country who needed help. 

He said: “When I released the 
balloons last Christmas Day, I 
attached tags with a hand written 
note on each one asking whoever 
found one to contact me by e-mail 
and the charity would try and help 
any child that they wished to 
nominate. 

“The first was discovered in 
Somerset near Glastonbury on 
Boxing Day by Tina James. I am 
currently trying to find a child to 
donate to in that area. 

“The second was found on 
March 17 in a back garden in 
Wimbourne, Dorset by a lady 
called Nicola Price. 

“Nicola has a friend who also 
runs a leukaemia charity and we 
are liaising to find a child there to 
help.” 

The next balloon triggered a 
surprising coincidence. 

Paul explained: “The third 
balloon was found in Femdown 
Woods, Dorset. This is extremely 
coincidental because this is where 
Suzy Charman, The Jam Fund’s 
official runner in the London 
Marathon, works on a daily basis.

“I think the odds that a balloon 
would find its way to within a few 
hundred metres of Suzy, over 75 
miles away, in a straight line, is 
incredible! 

“The lady who found the 
balloon is called Sara Farrow. She 
had cancer three years ago and is 
originally from the Isle of Wight. 

“Sara nominated a little girl 
named Perri who is currently in 
Bristol Children’s Hospital having 
undergone some very traumatic 
treatment against cancer. 

“Pern’s mum and aunt have 
requested The Jam Fund finances 
a ‘Princess bedroom makeover’ 
for Perri as a surprise before she 
gets home, which we are now in 
the process of doing. 

“In addition, a fourth balloon 
was found in the Bournemouth 
area, a distance of 75 miles, by a 
lady named Yvonne Thomas. 

“As Suzy has already raised 
over £1,700 we will be donating 
to Perri and another two children 
in the Bournemouth area. I think 
the odds of a balloon ending up 
so close where The Jam Fund 
runner works are huge and I like 
to believe Jamie had a say in it!” 

Recently, the fund has been 
helping families who have 
suffered the pain of losing young 
children. 

Paul said: “We are in the 
process of financing three 
headstones for local children and 
hope it will bring some comfort to 
the parents and families 


concerned. 

“The charity is also donating 
£1,000 to a local little boy who is 
suffering from muscular 
dystrophy and we are donating 
this sum towards a scaled down 
petrol driven jeep vehicle which 
he can drive. 

“I want to also thank Paul 
Mitchell from Penarth who has 
run in the Cardiff half marathon in 
the past for the charity and is now 
also running in this year’s London 
Marathon having got into the 
event through his running club 
Penarth and Dinas Runners.”

Suzy, The Jam Fund’s runner, 
told The GEM: “I am so pleased 
that I have so far been able to raise 
just over £1,700 for this super 
charity. 

“I have been running for about 
three years now and the marathon 
has always been a goal. I was 
lucky enough to be introduced to 
Paul via a mutual friend. I have to 
say that I have really enjoyed my 
marathon training much more 
than I thought despite the early 
starts on cold, dark mornings and 
the lack of wine. 

“The amazing part of this story 
is that three of Paul’s balloons 
made their way to my home 
county of Dorset, and two of them 
ended up only minutes from my 
place of work. It has to be 
destiny!”

‘Beware of these bogus 
callers’ — police warn 


POLICE in Barry this week 
warned the public after a 
resident was called by people 
falsely claiming to be from the 
Ministry of Justice. 

The scam telephone call advised 
him that he could be owed money from 
payment protection insurance (PPI), 
but first had to make an upfront 
payment. 

“These callers have no connection 
with the Ministry of Justice, or any 
other genuine organisation and South 
Wales Police are urging the public not 
to purchase the Ukash voucher 
requested by the fraudster,” said 
Inspector Clive Bevan. 

“In this case, the caller informed the 
gentleman that they were from the 
Ministry of Justice and that he was 
owed a refund from missold PPI 


insurance. However prior to this, an 
initial payment is requested to be made 
using Ukash vouchers. 

“Once the victim has purchased the 
Ukash voucher, and handed over the 
unique code to the fraudster, the value 
of the voucher is claimed and the 
victim does not receive the promised 
PPI money. 

“As the caller indicates they are 
from the Ministry of Justice it can 
appear very plausible and the scam is 
designed to gain the victims trust. 

“We are urging people not to be 
taken in by cold callers approaching 
them by telephone and informing them 
of money they may be entitled to,” he 
added. 

If you, or anyone you know, has 
been affected by this fraud or any other 
scam, please report it to South Wales 
Police on 101.

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Confusion over black 
flag on Main Street

The resident continued: 
“Someone said to me: ‘Is it an 
Isis flag?’ 

“Black and white seems to 
represent ISIS. 

“Someone claimed the words 
meant ‘Peace and love’, but 
without an English translation on 
the flag we don’t know.” 

The man said putting up the 
flag without people knowing its 
meaning was not being 
responsible. 

“This area is a melting pot and 
everyone gets on. I have Welsh 
friends who have converted (to 
Islam) - they might not be able 
to read it themselves and be 
concerned. People get along here 
and we don’t want problems.” 

He said that if it was an 
Islamic flag, he wondered 


whether the Welsh flag would be 
welcomed in an Islamic country. 

A local trader said: “I 
understand it was put up at 
12.30am on Monday morning. 
People locally were shocked to 
see it. If it had been in English 
people would have known what 
it meant. 

“We don’t know whether it is 
aggressive or peaceful. People 
have been discussing it in the 
street.” 

Rita Limbrick, who has won a 
major community award for 
south Wales and who runs the a 
local multicultural meeting 
place and cafe, said she had been 
in touch with a local Muslim 
who had been able to translate 
what was on the flag. 

“It says ‘Islam is one’. They 
should have put it up in English, 


so people would understand and 
not panic. 

“I came out of my house at 
9.30am and people began to 
approach me because I am the 
local community person.” 

The GEM understands the flat 
has been empty, and that the 
estate agent dealing with it was 
informed about the flag. It was 
removed on Monday afternoon. 

A South Wales Police 
spokesman told The GEM: ^W/e 
received reports concerning a 
flag on display on a building in 
Main Street, Barry. 

^"Officers attended the scene 
and it was quickly established 
that the flag did not contain any 
inflammatory messages. 

‘'The flag has now been 
removed.”

MAN’S £40k TAX FRAUD 


A SELF-EMPLOYED 

construction worker from 
Barry who lied about his 
income in an attempt to steal 
£30,000 of income tax, has been 
sentenced after an 
investigation by HM Revenue 
and Customs. 

Investigators found that Ashley 
Williams, 23, put false information on 


his self-assessment tax return so that 
he could fraudulently claim back 
£30,714 in tax. 

He was sentenced to eight months 
imprisonment, suspended for 18 
months, when he appeared at Cardiff 
Crown Court on April 16. 

Williams must repay £8,496 to 
HMRC, including £2,000 within 21 
days, and also complete 120 hours of 
unpaid work.

Man is jailed for 
sexual offences 
against children 


A MAN has been 
jailed for more than 
13 years, following a 
number of sexual 
offences against 
young children. 

William Blower (66) 
from Maesteg, was 
sentenced on Thursday, 
April 16 for seven counts 
of indecent assault on a 
child and two offences of 
indecency with a child. 
He has been placed on 
the Sex Offenders 
Register for life. 

The offences occurred 
between July 1971 and 
April 1984. Investigating 
officer DC Rebecca 
Merchant said: “William 
Blower’s offending 
spanned 13 years and 
was of the most serious 
degree. He deliberately 
took advantage of 
children in order to 
satisfy his own sexual 
gratification. 

“The victims have

been haunted by what 
William Blower did to 
them for over 40 years, 
and they are still 
suffering the 

psychological effects of 
his actions. 

“We want to take this 
opportunity to thank the 
victims and witnesses in 
this case for showing 
tremendous bravery in 
coming forward after 


such a long time, and 
then giving evidence 
against him. 

“It is down to their 
courage, and their 
courage alone, that he is 
now facing a long time 
behind bars.” 

DC Merchant added: 
“South Wales Police 
always takes every 
allegation of sexual 
abuse extremely 

seriously. We hope this 
conviction serves as an 
important message to 
people who have been 
the victim of crimes such 
as these that they can 
come forward regardless 
of when the offence 
occurred. 

“If you have been a 
victim, or know someone 
who has been, please get 
in touch with us on 101 
and help us bring the 
offender to justice.”

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Hard pressed ambulance service’s appeal to time wasters... 

‘Don’t call 999 unless it’s a 
REAL medical emergency!’ 


THE over-stretched Welsh Ambulance 
Service is urging people not to call 999 
“unless it is a real emergency”. 

The service took 19,151 non-urgent calls in the 
last seven months - just 318 of which required an 
ambulance - and none resulted in a patient being 
taken to hospital. 

One woman called 999 because her athlete’s foot 
infection had worsened, and a man wanted dental 
work for two broken teeth! 

Other examples of time-wasting calls: 

" Athletes foot infection - worsened,’’ August 2014, 
Conwy. 

"Two cotton buds stuck in ear’ November 2014, 
Cardiff. 

"Dancing too much - sprained ankle’ September 


2014, Llandudno. 

"Got two broken teeth - wants dental work,’ 
December 2014, Dolgellau. 

"Tried to eat a scotch bonnet chilli pepper, face 
burning,’ October 2014, Pontypool. 

"Male feeling knackered,’ September 2014, 
Abergele. 

"Hasn’t had any food since yesterday and feeling 
sick,’ December 2014, Pentre (Rhondda Cynon Taf). 

"Has trouble to walk, blisters on feet,’ August 
2014, Cardiff. 

"Had tooth out and now in pain,’ November 2014, 
Pontypridd. 

Richard Lee, the Trust’s Head of Clinical 
Services, said: “The Trust is taking steps to ensure 
that patients only travel to hospital when absolutely 
necessary and are referred on to the right part of 


NHS Wales, where this is safe and clinically 
appropriate. 

“While the majority of calls we receive via 999 
are entirely appropriate, we also take some non- 
essential calls from people with colds, toothache, 
back ache and other minor conditions. 

“Calls of this type put people's lives at risk as the 
ambulance attending that patient is not available for 
a serious road accident, heart attack or stroke.

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Parkinson’s: 

star’s appeal 


MY brother-in-law 
was diagnosed with 
Parkinson’s about 
15 years ago, and 
was my original 
inspiration for 
joining Parkinson’s 
UK. 

I have supported and 
worked with them ever 
since, and over the years 
have seen at first hand 
the pain and struggles 
that living with this 
devastating condition can 
entail. 

At the start of 
Parkinson’s Awareness 
Week, a new survey from 
Parkinson’s UK revealed 
that an estimated 69,000 
people in the UK with 
Parkinson’s have 

experienced hostility and 
rudeness from members 
of the public. 

It’s unbearable to 
think of the suffering this 
can cause - it’s bad 
enough, for example, 
having a long-term, 
incurable condition 
which can cause you to 
slur your speech and be 
unsteady on your feet, 
without being mistaken 
by a member of the 
public for being drunk. 

I was shocked by the 
enormous number of 
people with Parkinson’s 
who regularly come up 
against public 


misunderstanding and 
unintentional cruelty - a 
third of people in our 
survey have been stared 
at, a quarter had their 
symptoms mistaken for 
drunkenness, and one in 
10 have been laughed at 
because of their 
symptoms. 

This hostility can have 
a profound effect on 
people with Parkinson’s, 
increasing their 

depression and anxiety, 
and leaving some people 
too frightened to leave 
their homes. 

To combat this, we are 
urging people to become 
friendlier by pledging to 
do small acts of kindness 
such as smiling and 
being more patient. In 
particular, we ask people 
not to make assumptions 
or jump to conclusions 
that can make an 
enormous difference to 
all of us - especially 
people with Parkinson’s. 
I do hope your readers 
will join me in pledging 
to make a difference.

World War Two. 

Unfortunately, these 
themes are not fully 
explored in what is a 
lengthy, dull and rather 
portentous thriller that 
replaces loftier concerns 
and questions, with rote 
cliches and story 
elements that reduce 
what could have been 
something intriguing to 
something no more than 
a potboiler. 

Early on, we learn 
that the main character 
of Leo is an orphan, 
battling to survive and 
taken in by a kindly 
soldier, thus creating a 
connection when he 
stumbles upon the 
‘murders’ of youngsters 
across Moscow. 

However, this is 
thoroughly glossed 
over. The notion of

princesses Ariel, 
Rapunzel and Belle.

murder being a disease 
rather than a crime, 
therefore allowing 
anyone with murderous 
intent free rein, is also 
glossed over - referred 
to but never digging too 
deeply into it. 

These are just two 
examples of the 
frustrations encountered 
by this film, which 
ultimately becomes a 
melting pot of these 
elements, but never 
knows quite what it 
wants to be. One 
minute it’s a race 
against time thriller 
about catching a killer, 
then it becomes a film 
about revenge, a good 
man being oppressed by 
a boo, hiss, villain - and 
then the next minute, 
it’s a study of a 
relationship tested by 
the duplicity and 


paranoia of this period 
in Russia’s history. 

Richard Price’s 
screenplay never 
manages to coalesce 
these strands into a 
satisfying whole, a flaw 
that even the best 
director would struggle 
to work with, but under 
the direction of Daniel 
Espinosa (whose 
English-language debut. 
Safe House, was a by- 
the-numbers action 
thriller) it simply 
becomes a bit of a bore; 
Espinosa’s direction 
suitably bleak and 
oppressive but straining 
to create big sequences 
rather than 
concentrating on the 
minutiae. 

The performances are 
all encumbered by 
actors struggling with 
their accents, the film 


sounding like an 
audition to voice a 
certain Meerkat-fronted 
website advert, with 
Tom Hardy not faring 
particularly well as his 
character, although 
noble and well- 
intentioned, never really 
engages you as a 
viewer. 

Noomi Rapace is a 
bland collection of 
grimacing facial 
expressions, Gary 
Oldman offers little but 
gravitas, while Joel 
Kinnaman’s Vasili 
merely sneers and hits 
the broad, ‘bad guy’ 
notes. 

It’s a shame, as there 
was plenty of potential 
to engage the brain and 
create a thriller that 
works on more than just 
the basic level, but 
Child 44 even fails on 


the front, the 
‘whodunnit’ aspect a 
footnote in what is 
ultimately an 
underwhelming, and 
boring, effort. 

VERDICT: As 
unthrilling a thriller as 
you are likely to find, 
the most interesting 
aspects of Child 44 A 
narrative are buried 
beneath a landslide of 
weak performances and 
a confused screenplay. 
Daniel Espinosa’s 
direction doesn’t help 
matters, but this is a 
failure across the board 
in what is a leaden, 
cumbersome and 
disjointed piece of 
work. Poor.

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Students take on college challenge 



CARDIFF and Vale 
College invited year- 
10 pupils from 
schools across the 
region to CAVC’s 
Barry campus to test 
their construction 
skills. 

The pupils, from Cardiff 
High School, Western 
Cardiff Federation School 
and Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
took part in the college’s 
design and construction 
challenge. Held during 
National Science and 
Engineering Week, the

Regional AM hits out at 
hospital parking chaos 


ELUNED PARROTT, Welsh 
Liberal Democrat AM for 
south Wales central, has 
demanded urgent action on 
what many residents are 
calling traffic and parking 
chaos’ at the University 
Hospital of Wales in Cardiff. 

“With ever-increasing services 
being provided at the site, visitors

“What is also concerning is 
that more people are likely to be 
directed to the hospital if services 
such as neonatal care and 
inpatient children’s services are 
removed from the Royal 
Glamorgan Hospital in 
Llantrisant. 

“I am calling on the Cardiff and 
Vale University Health Board to 
urgently address the issue,” she 
concluded.

BARRY THIRD

visit of touring side 
King’s Royal 
Hussars on a fine, 
dry Saturday 
afternoon at 
Reservoir Fields. 

After a long hard 
season it was fitting for 
manager Frank Greig 
and Ken Chow be 
afforded some luxury in 
team selection as 
numerous players made 
themselves available. 

Will King made his 
first appearance for the 
club in 18 months, 
while there were also 
debuts for Nick Hillman 
on the wing and Connor 
Woodfin from the 
bench. 

Barry knew they were 
up against the odds 
early on when the 
Hussars demonstrated 
their superior fitness and 
intensity with some 
good strong runs. They 
were, however, repelled 
by some brilliant 
scramble defence, most 
notably from Rhidian 
Mepham and flanker 
Morgan Fogg. 

The Hussars utilised 
their giant No. 8 at the 
base of the scrum to 
cause havoc in the Barry 
defence, but often their 
lack of match practice 
showed as the ball was 
knocked on. 

The home side fed off 
scraps but eventually 
pieced together some 
phases. The line-out 
began to function with 
King a colossal figure, 
and the half-back 
partnership of Mepham 
and Chris Bailey began 
to move things forward. 

Following some 
indiscretion by the 
visiting side, Barry 
found themselves in 
opposition territory for 
the first time. Playing 
with tremendous 
patience and composure, 
they were rewarded with 
the first try when Glyn 
Pirso crashed over from 
close range. Hillman 
failed to add the extras. 

Roused from their 
slumber, the away side 
responded with a superb 
break by the back row, 
which put Barry under 
enormous pressure. The 
result was a try from out 
wide, despite the best 


efforts of Kirsch, which 
went unconverted to 
level the scores. 

With the wind in their 
sails, both 
metaphorically and 
literally spealdng, the 
Hussars came forward 
again before the break 
and were rewarded with 
another close-range try, 
although there was some 
doubt as to whether the 
ball was grounded. The 
conversion gave them a 
12-5 lead at halftime. 

Looking to utilise the 
boot in the second half 
with the elements in 
their favour, Barry 
started well, especially 
after Ring, Howells- 
Davies and Morris were 
sent on for some fresh 
impetus. 

However, it was the 
visitors who once again 
showed the greater 
fitness and also a larger 
bench, and despite the 
efforts of Jones, 
Mepham, Poole and 
ultimately King, it was 
another 40 minutes of 
rearguard action by the 
green-and-whites. 

Barry would hold out 
for long periods in their 
own half in the second 
period but finally 
succumbed in the last 
quarter, when the 
Hussars added three 
tries near the end to 
reward their territorial 
superiority. The final 
score was 29-5. 

The management 
would like to thank the 
superb effort by all the 
players for the game and 
also the King’s Royal 
Hussars for being 
superb tourists. We 
sincerely hope to 
welcome them again 
next season. 

Barry Third XV will 
finish their season with 
a home game against 
touring side Mold this 
weekend.

NO LONGER BOOM 
TIME FOR POINTS 


THE GEM’S Brian 
Lee, who first reported 
on the Welsh hunt¬ 
racing scene back in 
1966, takes another 
look through his many 
press cuttings scrap 
books and discovers a 
time when the hunts 
received a lot more 
entries than they do 
today. 

ON February 9, 
1985, under the 
heading Boom Time 
For Racing, I wrote: 
‘Point-To-Point 
racing has never 
been so popular. 
Despite the firm 
ground for most of 
last season, there 
were over 12,000 
runners at meetings 
up and down the 
country. Between 
February 23 and 
May 18,18 meetings 
are due to be held in 
the south and west 
Wales areas.’ 

Well this season, only 
a total of 14 hunts 
applied for fixtures in 
these two areas and one 
of these had to be 
abandoned owing to the 
course being 

waterlogged. The 

number of entries 
received so far this 
season is certainly down 
on past years. The 
Banwen Miners, for 
instance, had a whopping 
43 entries for their men’s 
open race and 33 entries 
for their adjacent hunt’s 
race back in 1985. 

That was the year I 


tipped in the press Hallo 
Dandy to win the Grand 
National and under the 
heading ‘Hywel 

Continues Welsh 

Tradition’ I wrote: 
‘Cardigan-born Hywel 
Davies is the second 
successive jump jockey 
from Wales to win the 
Grand National, 

following Neale Doughty 
on Hallo Dandy last 
year.’ 

(Incidentally, Neale 
Doughty, a former 
member of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony 
Club, came from Kenfig 
Hill.) 

Hywel’s victory has 
given Welsh Hunt racing 
a tremendous boost as 
before he joined the paid 
ranks he regularly took 
part in Welsh point-to- 
point races. I recall 
seeing him at his brilliant 
best at Lydstep some 
years ago when the horse 
he was riding. Heather’s 
Son, was brought to a 
standstill halfway 

through the race when 
another horse fell in front 
of him. Somehow or 
other he got his mount 
going again, and to the 
surprise of everyone on 
the course, managed to 
get up in the last 50 yards 
to pip the favourite. 

Other Welsh point-to- 
pointers Hywel was 
associated with were 
Romany Park and 
Knight’s Queen. 

However, in his very

Another national champion point-to-point rider 
to win this prestigious race, only this time a female, 
was Pip Jones, who scored on Final Pride in 1997, 
while the only other female to win is Welsh 
champion Fiona Wilson, who won on the rank 
outsider Saffron Moss the following year, 1998. 

Chepstow and Hereford course specialist Mr 
Dow Jones won under west Wales’ Dai Jones in 
1999. Keith Pritchard’s prolific point-to-pointer 
Cannon Bridge silenced those critics who said it 
couldn't jump regulation fences when landing the 
2006 renewal and Welsh champion point-to-point 
rider Rhys Hughes was successful on Kilbreena 
(2007) and Bob Bites Back (2009).
